The  preparation  of  the  soil  is  the  first  and  most 
important  operation.  The  soil  should  be  dug  the 
depth  of  a  spading  fork  and  broke  up  thoroughly  so 
that  the  air  and  moisture  can  pass  freely  through  it. 
Deep  spading  and  thorough  raking  put  the  soil  in  the 
very  best  condition  for  the  development  of  the  root 
system. 

The  garden  must  be  made  fertile.  Plants  will  not 


grow  in  ground  lacking  plant  food.  Stable  manure 
or  a  good  garden  fertilizer,  applied  at  the  rate  of 
about  10  pounds  to  200  square  feet  of  ground  will 
supply  the  plant  food  necessary  for  producing  a  good 
garden  crop. 

Good  seeds  are  also  essential  for  the  successful 
garden.
